William Polley (Cover) has traveled 
in a huge circle to be able to retire and 
paint full time. “An incessant doodler 
as a child, I became a self-taught artist 
with my first medium being charcoal,” 
the artist tells Beachcomber. “I started 
painting seriously in high school with 
acrylics and was selected as art director 
for my high school yearbook and other 
school projects.” 


Mr. Polley graduated from the 
University of Memphis with a Bachelor 
of Fine Arts degree in Commercial 
Design and Artistic Painting. He joined 
the Marine Corps as an officer and a 
fighter pilot trained in the F-4 Phantom. 
During those six years, he also served 
as an instructor in the Naval Training 
Command and produced pilot training 
films for the Naval Photographic Center. 


Following his military service, he spent 
the next 25 years as a pilot for Federal 
Express, often traveling to regions that 
inspired his artistic talent. 


“The main reason I moved to Walton 
County is because of the beautiful 
scenery of the Emerald Coast,” he says.

Dorian Coverage Brought More Hot Air 
Than the Hurricane Did

Finally, Floridians can breathe a mass sigh of 
relief. All those manic storm chasers from the 
Weather Channel are gone. 


Now we can reclaim our beaches, jetties and fishing 
piers, where for nearly a week we dodged TV crews 
and bleary-eyed correspondents wearing rain 
jackets even when it was 92 degrees and sunny. 


Yes, these people are just trying to do their jobs, 
and they work hard, but too much of what gets on 
the air is laughably obvious, inanely melodramatic 
or just plain useless. Be glad they’ve scurried on up 
the seaboard. 


Oh, and Hurricane Dorian has moved on, too. 


Of all the hours of nonstop weather footage that 
bombarded those of us in the bull’s-eye of The Cone, 
the only must-see video came from helicopters flying 
over scenes of hellish ruination and misery in the 
Bahamas. 


The islands of Great Abaco and Grand Bahama had 
been pulverized by almost two days of 180-plus mph 
winds and a 20-foot sea surge, with apocalyptic 
results. 


Meanwhile, back on the east coast of Florida, we 
were breathlessly being told that portions of a 
boardwalk along Vero Beach were in grave danger 


of being damaged by high surf. The report was 
accompanied by close-up shots of possible cracks 
in the foundation. 


To put it kindly, the correspondent’s bug-eyed 
excitement seemed somewhat out of proportion to 
the situation. 


In fairness, covering hurricanes is difficult and 
frustrating for journalists. You go where your editor 
tells you to go, yet the eye of the storm almost 
always goes somewhere else. Instead of witnessing 
a biblical tempest, you end up watching a 12-hour 
squall from a motel room with leaky sliding doors. 


If you write for a newspaper, it’s no big deal when a 
hurricane suddenly changes direction. You send in 
a couple of paragraphs of local color, then wait for 
the rain to stop and drive home. 


But if you work for a feed-the-beast TV network like 
the Weather Channel, you’re screwed. It doesn’t 
matter if the storm is stalled 200 miles offshore, 
your bosses expect you to make something out of 
nothing. 


They've bought you a plane ticket, so, by God, 
you're going to put on that free Land’s End jacket, 
march outdoors and do a live stand-up every couple 
of hours until your freaking brain goes numb. 


In an age of 24-hour cable, the enervating ritual 
of hurricane hype is unlikely to end. Dorian was a 
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monster cyclone that deserved our total attention, 
but the most valuable news was coming from 
emergency-operations authorities and the National 
Hurricane Center, not waterfront bistros in Jensen 
Beach or Daytona. 


The Weather Channel and other networks could 
save a ton of money every hurricane season (and 
salvage the sanity of their reporters) by not covering 
the same cliched scenes over and over. 


Inevitably it begins with video of random stores 
being boarded up. 


Look! Sheets of plywood! Screws, too! And how 
about that the plucky shop owner saying he’s 
hoping for the best but preparing for the worst. 


A perfectly pleasant interview, but how is this 
actual news? Only the shop owner’s immediate 
family would rush to the television to catch that 
segment. 


Then there’s the mandatory shot of palms trees 
bowing and swaying in the wind. Of course, this is 
what palm trees do all year long. No hurricane is 
required to make this happen. Raging doom need 
not be present. 


Same goes for the generic waves-crashing-on-the- 
beach scene, which we saw about 174 times during 
the Dorian coverage. The identical footage could be 
shot on any windy day in January, and not a soul 
would know the difference. 


Some say there’s no other way to report on a storm 
that hasn’t arrived except to get your reporters in 
place and fill the air time with whatever they can 
scrape together. Ironically, the effect of so much 
froth is to distract from what’s happening to those 
trapped at the center of the destruction. 


It’s obscene to fret about one’s swimming pool getting 
trashed by tree debris while people in Freeport are 
clinging to their roofs in the dark, trying frantically 
to save their children from drowning. 


The night before Dorian made landfall in the 
Bahamas, I was at a beachside restaurant on the 
Treasure Coast. Outside it looked no different than 
any other summer evening. 


A reporter and camera operator from The Weather 
Channel sat down at the bar. They looked tired. 
Each of them ordered no food, just one quick mojito. 


They might have asked for another if they’d known 
what was about to happen on the other side of the 
Gulf Stream.

Notes from the Apocalypse 


From the Archives... The Long Hike = Part II

Editor’s Note: This year commemorates the Mor- 
gan boys’ historic trek along the John Muir Trail in 
California. The adventure was well documented in 
Beachcomber, and the following article—the second 
of three—appeared in our September 3, 2009 issue. 


Dismemberment...hallucination...tofu and hum- 
mus...bestiality...and sexual confusion. 


First, the good news. Both of my boys returned to 
our trek on Day 6. Eddie was thin and pale but de- 
termined to finish the walk. Chatham, apparently 
buoyed by morphine, showed up with a huge turban 
hiding his head wounds. We weren’t the healthiest 
looking trio hiking the John Muir Trail, but we kept 
plugging. 


We had been warned throughout the trip about a 
variety of aggressive poisonous snakes we might en- 
counter. The most troubling of the snakes was the 
Sierra “Two-Step” Rattler. Because of a long hiber- 
nation and a short summer season, the “Two-Step” 
was highly venomous and ornery. 


The night of Day 7, Arthur, a mathematician from 
Milwaukee, was gathering wood for our evening 
campfire. He reached into a pile of brush and felt 
something bite his hand. I ran over to inspect and 
immediately saw the two telltale marks from a 
snake’s fangs. The guides had gone fishing, and 
I knew I had to assume the role of leader and act 
quickly. I huddled with the boys and, while Arthur 
was inspecting the wound, Chatham and Eddie sur- 
prised Arthur, grabbing him by the shoulders and 
slamming him to the ground. 


That didn’t surprise the professor near as much as 
when I took the guide’s portable radial saw and am- 
putated Arthur’s right arm just below the shoulder. 
The arm came off cleanly, but I knew we would have 
a hard time staunching the blood flow. As a child, I 
once considered going into medicine, but even with 
a strong background in biology I couldn’t believe 
how much a severed arm can bleed. 


We spent most of an hour trying to stop the bleed- 
ing, but were growing weary and quickly became 
disheartened with our heroic efforts when our lead 
guide found the asp and identified it as a common 
garter snake. 


We buried Arthur by a little bend in an unnamed 
river and I was the only hiker with enough self-con- 
trol to administer a eulogy. “Life is short,” I said bor- 
rowing from Augustus McCrae. “Shorter for some 
than others. Now let’s head on to Yosemite before 
something bad happens to the rest of us.” 


The next evening, while our fellow trekkers were 
huddled up, glancing at us and mumbling to each 
other, the boys and I sat with Huck, a Mono Indian, 
who was our mule packer. “Try some of this,” Huck 
said. “It’s a special blend of jimson weed, peyote 
buttons, and sinsemilla. Maybe it will relax you.” 


It didn’t relax me. I only took one puff and I stum- 
bled into my tent with horrible hallucinations. At 3 
AM, I was awakened by pitiful sobbing sounds. 


“You can’t believe 


“Hey Dad,” Chatham gasped. 
what just happened.” 


“What now?” I thought, as I tried to focus on Cha- 
tham’s bobbing headlamp. “And what’s that howling 
noise?” 


“Eddie won’t quit howling. He thinks he’s a timber 
wolf. And Huck is over there with that big mule, 
Mongol,” Chatham said. “And you can’t believe what 
they’re doing. He said it’s some kind of religious rite.” 


“Is he doing it to Mongol?” I asked. “Or is Mongol 
doing it to him?” 


“Both ways,” Chatham said. 


“Well,” I said. “At least mules are sterile.” Then I 
dozed off into a deep slumber. 


The next morning, before daylight, I awoke having 
reservations about our trip. Something didn’t seem 
quite right. I had assumed that since the trip was 
exorbitantly expensive that it must have been a le- 
gitimate operation. But what was the deal with all of 
the hummus and tofu? We’d had no meat in almost

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10 days. And our fellow hikers—well, they were nice 
enough, but there was something different. Some- 
thing I couldn’t quite put my finger on. 


I checked on the boys’ tent. They were huddled in a 
corner, whispering and reading by headlamps what 
looked like another travel brochure. 


“You guys looking for another trip for next year?” I 
asked cheerfully. 


“Uh, not exactly Dad,” Eddie replied. “We’re study- 
ing up on this trip you've got us on right now.” 


“Well, we’re almost finished with this one,” I said. 
“Not almost, Dad.” Chatham said. “We’re already 
finished. We’re packed and we're slipping out of 
camp before everybody wakes up. Look, right here, 
at the description of this hike.” 


“This isn’t a ‘trans-Sierra hike” Dad,” Eddie said. 
“It’s a transsexual hike.” 


“These people aren’t who we thought they were,” 
Chatham said. “Plus they’re all vegans.” 


“Well, hang on,” I said. “I’m getting my hat. We start- 
ed this trip together, and we'll finish it together.” 


“Let’s just walk back to Fresno,” Eddie said. “I reck- 
on I’d rather deal with some Chicano gang warfare 


than with this crazy bunch we’ve wound up with.” 


“They're nice enough,” said Chatham. “But it’s got- 
ten to where I can’t tell who’s who.”

Towne returns to our town to promote their new 
album In the In Between at Seaside’s REP Theatre 
Thursday, Sept. 26, at 7 PM. 


Two-thirds of the band talked to Beachcomber 
about their milestones and how this region has 
always welcomed them with open arms. They have 
been a part of the annual 30A Songwriters Festival 
for several years running. 


“Honestly, I don’t even think we applied to do it last 
year...and then the community was like, ‘Where’s 
Towne? Why are they not on the list of acts?” 
says Steevie Steeves. “And so, we love going to 
where we’re loved. The area is very welcoming to 
us and they’re supportive of our music. We’re very 
appreciative.” 


“We actually played the REP Theatre in April,” 
says Jon Decious. “They were like, ‘Okay, well, 
we will try to sell this theater out.’ And I was like, 
‘Okay.’ We were both kind of crossing our fingers, 
hoping that the show would go well and then out 
of the blue people showed up and the whole area 
continues to amaze us and make us feel very 
loved.” 


Although Towne has released music previously, In 
the In Between is the band’s first full-length. “But 
I think since we’re doing everything ourselves, like 
we don’t have a label or anything pushing things 
for us, we just are really focused on soaking every 
moment up with this album that we possibly can 
to new fans and new people and giving it every 
opportunity that we feel it deserves,” says Steeves. 


That DIY approach has the band in charge of 
their social media content, even going as far 
as producing homegrown videos to accompany 
singles. For the “Born to Be Wild” video (yes, the 
Steppenwolf song), Decious says, “We just shot it 
on our iPhones, and Steevie and Luke (Marshall) 
got together one day and they edited the footage 
and then we put it out the next day basically. So 
I’m sure I will have another marathon video session 
going the next week or so.” 


Originally a duo, Towne transitioned into a trio with 
the addition of Luke Marshall. They are excited at 
the prospect of continuing to grow their band as 
they are able. For now, Steeves jokes, “It’s really 
nice to have someone else to look at while we’re on 
the road besides Jon. We were lucky to find Luke 
or Luke found us. I can’t remember which way that 
went, but we met at a 4H seminar which was weird.

“We were speaking to kids about music... And he 
came along, and he hasn’t wanted to get off the bus 
anytime soon.” 


That type of happenstance is not new to the Towne 
story. After all, nearly next-door neighbors Steeves 
and Decious didn’t even cross paths until they both 
attended a songwriting workshop in Wyoming. 


Towne often find themselves without a definitive 
genre label, but it doesn’t worry them too much. 
Their name is a nod to their blended style. “That’s 
initially why we’ve named ourselves Towne because 
we weren’t country or whatever you thought that 
was,” says Steeves. “We weren't like big city pop 
music or anything. We were Towne music, the genre 
I guess that we created in our mind. It’s not country, 
it’s not pop—it’s Towne music.”

One on One with Lensea Film’s Jared Cramblet

Tell us about  yourself—your 
background, family, etc.

After high school, I 
spent six years active duty in the Air 
Force and three years reserve duty in 
the Air National Guard. After that, I 
bartended while I earned my degree 
from the University of West Florida 
in Communications with a minor in 
Marketing. I got married almost three 
years ago to my wife Kelby Rae. 


Was there a particular time or event 
that made you realize that you 
knew what you wanted to do with 
your life? 

After college, I got an internship with 
BOTE Paddleboards based in Destin 
and owned by Corey and Magda Cooper. 
I learned more in my four months 
interning with them than I ever did 
in college. It changed my life! I knew I 
wanted to have my own company. I even 
had a podcast studio at their office, and 
I was their first paid employee. 


What was the most important lesson 
you learned that had a positive 
effect on your work? 

Find people doing cool things...do 
things with them...become peers. That 
has become my mantra. 


Tell us about your work as a booking 
agent for bands and working with 
Panhandle-based film production 
company Lensea Film. 

The name of my booking company 
is Namesake Entertainment. My 
brother Matthew works with me. We 
book over 1,000 shows a year. In the 
film world, I have a lot of creative 
flexibility and get to write and discuss 
concepts. 


What are some projects that you are 
working on right now? 

The number one project right now 
is the pilot episode of a show called 
Micro Bros at SweetWater Brewery 
in Atlanta, Georgia. It features both 
me and Jarrod Michael Moxley 
as hosts. We discover authentic 
stories through visits to breweries 
while exploring the surrounding 
culture. I also get to work on films 
involving fiber optics and private jet 
companies. 


Who have been big influences on 
you? 

Definitely the Coopers, 100 percent. 
Destyn Patera of Lensea Film has 
influenced me a lot. Also, the band 
I’magene. I toured the country with 
them for four years. I admire their 
work ethic and positivity. 


What is your favorite part about 
your work? Least favorite? 
I log 60 to 80 hours a week for work. 
My work offers me a tremendous sense 
of freedom. The least favorite part is 
that I always need to be “on.” 


What advice would you offer for 
someone wanting to follow in your 
footsteps?

A Taste of Puerto ) Rico i in Fort Walton Beach 


There’s an area of Fort Walton Beach that’s 
becoming sort of a restaurant district for me and my 
family. Over the years we’ve discovered a number 
of friendly, unpretentious, reasonably priced dining 
establishments that offer seafood, Asian, Korean, 
Japanese, Indian, and regional American foods, 
minus the crowds and parking issues that sometimes 
complicate eating elsewhere in Beachcomberland. 
They’re working on the parking, I know, and the 
crowds have gone home, but it’s a nice change to 
just drive somewhere and walk in. 


Which is what we did on a recent weekend when we 
drove over to Racetrack Road in FoWal for lunch at 
Papi’s Cafe & Grill, which proudly serves Puerto 
Rican food for breakfast, lunch and dinner, six days 
a week. The restaurant is tucked away a bit off the 
main road, but there’s a sign, so you'll find it. 


Inside, there’s a dining area, a counter for orders and 
pickup, and the kitchen. The menus list breakfast 
and lunch/dinner options, and a blackboard shows 
daily specials. The baby-blue walls are hung with 
brightly colored prints, and the flags of Puerto 
Rico and the USA decorate the ceiling. You can 
sit at tables, or order to go. It’s pretty much a 
neighborhood place, where Spanish and English are 
spoken—sometimes in combination—and everyone 
seems happy to see each other. 


We sat at a table and took time to study the 
lunch and dinner menu. I had done some online 
reconnaissance on what was available, so I had a 
general idea of what I wanted to try. The menu offers 
pastelillos (meat or cheese filled turnovers, sort of 
an app), breakfast specialties (omelets, fried eggs, 
breakfast sandwiches, cheese toast, etc.), fixed-price 
daily specials, and lunch/dinner entrees, which 
come with a choice of sides. There are American and 
Puerto Rican soft drinks, juices, water and coffee 
as well. 


Orders are placed at the counter, but one of the 
staff came over to our table to answer any questions 
and take our orders (“You're new,” he observed). We 
decided to start with alcapurrios, a green banana 
fritter filled with meat. My experience with green 
bananas has been limited—I generally wait until 
they’re yellow—so this would be something new. 


The fritter came out smoking hot. The server 
brought out a squeeze bottle of mixed ketchup and

mayo that’s apparently the customary condiment. 
The fritter was dark brown, crispy, and bursting 
with savory ground meat. The sauce gave it a little 
sweet-tart contrast. There’s also a bottle of pepper 
sauce on the table if you’re game. It’s a great starter, 
and my sometimes picky daughter ate her share. 


For the main course, I ordered chicharrones de pollo 
(chicken cracklings), and my wife and daughter 
both chose carne frita (fried pork chunks—Boston 
butt). For sides, my wife and I got fried breadfruit 
and tostones (fried savory plantains). Our daughter 
got fries, washed down with passion fruit juice. I 
tried a can of Coco Rico, a fizzy coconut soda that 
was sweet but not too sweet—I bet it would go well 
with rum. 


The place started to fill up, with people picking up 
orders, chatting, and a few families that looked to be 
trying something different. There’s a TV and some 
lively Latina music, and things are pretty relaxed 
and easy. 


The food came. After an interval to let it cool off 
a bit, we ate. My chicken was cut into mid-size 
chunks, fried crunchy and dark, encased and 
tenderized in its own savory and crackling skin. I 
had eaten stewed and grilled breadfruit years ago 
in the Caribbean, but had never had it fried. It’s 
a bit like potato-flour bread, and very filling. The 
plantains taste like a mildly sweet banana. Like the 
chicken, the pork chunks were crisp and hot, with 
bits of fat on the edges to add flavor. 


Other specials and entrees include chicken stew, 
pork chops, pulled pork, skirt steak with peppers 
and onions or with shrimp, grilled chicken 
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chimichurri, and ham and cheese stuffed chicken 
breast. Sides include white rice with beans, yellow 
rice with pigeon peas, sweet plantains, mashed 
plantains, and fried yucca. We decided against 
dessert, but there’s a vanilla flan listed. The menu 
appears to vary with the day and the inclinations of 
the cooks, so you might see some surprises. 


I hope to see more places like Papi’s spring up. Fort 
Walton Beach looks to be undergoing a renaissance, 
with restaurants worth seeking out.
